T five of the Colony’s 

most popular beaches 
swimming will be safer this 
aummer. Observatlon posts 
for shark watchers anil 
Mfeguards have been estub- 
Mabed at Shek O, Stanley, 
Repulse Bay, Deep Water 
Bay dnd Laichikok, {f there 
is not one at Big Wave 
Bay, one should be estab- 
Nshed there as well for 
it js no less exposed than 
the other five and ex- 
periences quite rough surf 
at times, 

The declaion to establish 
these watch towern (some 
of which were erected last 
summer) should couse no 
surprise, for although 
Hongkong has been merel- 
fully free oof shark 
tragedies in recent yearn, 
Sharks and barracuda have 
been seen in increasing 
quantities around our 
shores. The precaution 
therefore is a wise one and 
should be welcomed by all 
awimmers, Shark bells 
should also be installed, 

The Director of Urban Ser- 
vices would be wise to 
consider other safeguards 
for the beaches, First, 
could not officials be  em- 
powered to clone beaches 
to bathing when the red 
flag yocs up, There were 
some particularly owlaring 
cases of downrlyht foolish- 
ness two summers ago when 

. 8wimmers ignored the red 
flag and subsequently had 
to be rescued, It is not 
enough to soy that it ia 
their own business, Inevit- 
ably someone does go in tu 
rescue them at tho risk of 
his own {ife, And this 
should be stopped. 


ANOTHER point: at the

“ocean beaches"—Shek O 
and Big Wave—something 
more — substantia) than 
aluminium catamarans are 
needed to patrol the waters, 
A craft that ts light and 
fast, easily launched In a

What does the letter E look like in a mirror? is snow white, red 
or black? Could one cradle contain 80 infants? 


Half million eleven-year- 
old schoolchildren last week 
wrinkled thelr brows over this 
lype of question in a setles of 
“top setcrel” testa which will 
decide the future course of 
thelr education. 

On the results, expected to

O witnesses were called for

For six weeks the biggest 
murder hunt in Scottish crime 
annals went on. More than 120 
detectives and uniformed polica 
worked tirelessly round = tha 
clock. 

Time and ogain police dogs 

were brought to bark and snift 
‘about the alleys and courtyards 
that Jie behind Buccleuch Strect. 
-Aut 4 the scent was. cold. 

For dys detectives “went from 
house to house in a slow, paina= 
taking search for someone who 
might have seen or heard some- 
thing that would lead them to 
the killer, They knocked on 
every door, In ev tenement, 
jn_every street In Garnethill. 

They questioned, it Is estima- 
ted, every man and woman in 
the’ district. More than 3,000 
of them, Who knows, perhaps 
among those thousands the tired 
detectives unknowlngly inter- 
viewed the murderer, | who 
blandly shrugged his shoulders 
and murmurd: “Sorry, can't help 
you.”"

N 1934 a Mexican rancher 
prospecting for gold in 
northern New Mexico dis: 
covered tho thirty-foot stone. 
towers which rank as ‘one of 
the most important archae- 
ological remaina in the 
United States. 

No known northern Indian 
race built towers, but here 
thero were literally 
hundreds of them, These 
were made of sandstone 
blocks cemented together;

ABE LINCOLN'S 
FAMOUS DUEL

BRAHAM Lincoln, 
(Feb. 12, 1809-1866), 
whose sense of humour 
is an American legend, could 
make a joke even when 
challenged to fight a duel. 
When the young Lincoln 
lived in Springfield, IIL, he 
was always deeply involyed 
in politics, 
Sangamo Journal published 
a humorous letter poking 
fun at a prominent local 
Democrat, James Shields. 
Tho letter, which Lincoln 
wrote, was signed “Rebecca” 
and alfred the amusing 
vitws of a backwoods 
womar These views in- 
cluded an uncomplimentary, 
but funny eeuniation of 
James Shields’ | Wolltice

Lincoln’s letter was ‘ the 
second of four “Rebecca” 
letters that were printed. 
The first and third were mild 
and mentioned Shields only 
casually, Lincoln’s letter 
used the backwoods charac. 
ter to bring out im nt 
points in the political pic- 
ture. But when the fourth 
“Rebecca” letter appeared it 
contained little but ridicule 
and proposed a marriage be- 
tween “Rebecca” and Mr 
Shields. 

The fourth letter set the 
whole town buzzing. Then 
came a set of comic verses 
celebrating the “marriage.” 
The indignant Mr Shields 
called upon the editor of 
Tho Sangamo Journal ‘and 
demanded to know who had 
written both letters and 
verses. 

Most people in Spring- 
field knoe th that the fourth- 
letter and the verses were: 
the mischievous work of two 
girls, Mary Todd.. und - ie 
friend, Julia Jayie. ''

loving girl, was engaged to 
marry Abe Lincoln,

It 
4s also true that Mary Todd did 
not intend that either should be 
published. But the two were 
written and passed from hand to 
hond at a party until someone 
made off with them and sent 
them to the paper. The pcre 
plexed editor asked for a day to 
think things over, Then he 
t hurried to consult the . young 
lawyer, . 

“Say that 1 am responsible,” 
Lincoln told the editar, galluntly 
assuming the blame for all the 
“Rebbeca" letters. 

Shields then “demanded satis- 
faction” and Lincoln found him- 
self engaged to fight a uel. 
Ceremonious arrangements were 
begun by the seconds. As the 
challenged party, Lincoln had 
the right to choose tho weapons 
to be used: The progress of the 
duel came to an abrupt halt 
wher the tall, long-armed Lin- 
coln chose proadswords and a 
spacing that would prevent the 
much smalicr Shields. from even 
reaching him, 

Although the party ot Suclists, 
armed with swords, a nd their 
‘seconds met at the appointed 
-placo. ant tlme, ft was obvigua 
that no‘duel could be fought. 
‘Shields and Lincoln settled tholr 
‘differences and the wholo affair 
was called off.  Idncoln had 
replied to the challenge, but ho 
considered the whole thing 50 
silly and embarrassing that he 
could - never 
valle about’ his “duel! ae

towers were built about = tho 
year 1100 A.D, and the most 
recent about the middie of the 

13th century. Ags far as is 
known, none of the {nhabitants 
survived to carry on this culture 
elsewhere, 


It oly generally agreed that 
they originally came from the 
Great Plains area, Pit dwellings 
like the Plains Indians uscd, 
adjoining the towers, support 
this boliet. 

ft b not known for certain 
who thelr destroyers were. But 
they wore adept in tho art of 
warfare, for the vast towers 
were not easily scaled. And 
they wero persistent: it took 
neatly 200 ycars of warfare to 
wipe out the Gallinas to the 
Jast- man,

FIRST HALF CENTURY

Labour politicians throughout Britain 
are this weekend celebrating the first half 


century of their 


Parliamentary Party 


founded on February 12, 1906, under the 
leadership of the Scottish Socialist pioneer, 


James Keir Hardie. 


Keir Hardie, who died in 1915, was the father 
of the modern British Labour government which 


took recognisable Parliamentary 


shape in 1906. 


Then a general election overnight boosted Labour’s 
previous tiny group of four members in the 
House of Commons to a substantial body of 29. 


Shagry bearded Kelr Hardie, 
frst national leader, told his 
followers: “The sleeping glant is 
awakening and in days to come 
in the very year future Labour 
will be the dominant factor In 
politics not only potentlally but 
actually in fact." 


“Invasion” 


It was 39 years before his con- 
fident prophecy was in part 
reallsed. In 1945, Labour swept 
for the first time to real power 
with no massive Parlumentary 
majorily pledged {fo introduce 
soclalismy in| Britain. 

In this government's flve~year 
lerm of office, Britain gave in- 
dependence to India, Pakistan. 
Burman and Ceylon. 

The 1908 Labour “invasion” 
shovk the House of Commons 
where = power ands relative 
slrength had hitherto swung be- 
tween the Liberal and Conserva- 
tlve parties with the odd 
Socialist regarded by many as 
Ite more than a harmless 
Political curiosity. 


The alik-hatted and vlegant 
members of the — traditional 
ruling partles were quick to 
realise that they had a new 
and vital force to reckon with, 


Relied On Liberals 


But Liberals, then the gov- 
ernment, could scarcely have 
foreseen that before so many 
years had passed their great 
party would be crowded to the 
political sidelines with Labour 
alone able to provide an alter- 
native to Conservative govern- 
ment.
